METROPOLITAN POl.H't; RETURNS.

THE TITLE OF " REVERKN1) . " 

The Chancellor of the Diocese of 
Lincoln has given judgment, in the ap- 
plication of Mr. Henry Keet, the 
Wesleyan minister, described as the 
llov. Henry Keet, for a citation to is- 
sue for a faculty that he might erect a 
tombstone in Owston churchyard over 
his daughter's grave, and use the title 
"Reverend" in the inscription.

RESULTS OF THE OREAT CITY FAILURES. 

The immediate effect of these fail- 
ures, says the "Economist," as every 
failure of credit, is ultimately in fa- 
vour of cheaper money. When that 
failure is very great, there is at first 
a period of panic or semi-panic in 
which money is very dear; it is not till 
afterwards that money becomes cheaper 
than it would otherwise have been. 
But this time the failure of credit is 
but slight, and therefore tho tendency 
to a diminution in tho value of monoy 
will begin at once without any pre- 
vious great rise. The mode in which 
a failnre of credit produces tliis effect 
is very simple — it prevents the trade 
demand for money from producing its 
usual effects. That demand depends 
on tho credit of tho porsons who make 
it, and on tho disposition of those per- 
sons to uso that credit. Such events 
as we have just soen weaken both ;tho 
amount of confidence is less, and tho 
disposition to use that, confidence is 
less also. There are in consequence 
fewer bills, and there is a greater ton- 
doncy to distrust bills. Wo do not say 
that oii'the present occasion this cause 
will act to any very" great extent; still 
it will act to somo extent, and will 
for a time tend to depress the value of 
money. 

NEW I'KUrtS. 

Throe now peerages of tho United 
Kingdom aro gazetted. The recipients 
of those honours are the Earl of 
Homo, a Scottish peer, whoso name 
will bo placed ubon the roll of the 
Lords us Baron Douglas; tho Earl of 
Dfilhoiiflie, another Scottish Peer, who 
will sit as Baron' Ramsey; and Vis- 
count Grey do Wilton, of tho County 
Palatino of Lancaster. Tho last named

ELECTION PETITIONS.

To ensure the carrying out of tins 
provision, the Committee further sug- 
gest the appointment of a sj ^cial ofli- 
oer to attend the trial of election peti- 
tions solely to look after these prose- 
cutions.

THE NEW GERMAN FORTIFICATIONS. 

The new fortifications at Metz are \ " 
almost complete. They aro cloven in 
number. Four are n< wly built bv the 
Germans, and are now being supplied 
with guns, ammunition, and provis- 
ions. The storehouses will, win n fin- 
ished, allbrd sufficient space to hold 
provisions f< >r aboul 10, ( II II I men fi >r 
several years; the forts arc connected 
by railways and lines of ten-graph. 
The fortifications of Si rushing aro not 
in so advanced a state as those of 
Metz. The works on the lefl bank oi 
tho Rhine are all ready for defensive 
purposes, but those on tho right bank 
will not be completed till Lo77. These 
great fortresses, combined with May- 
enca, Coblenz, Gormersheim, and 
Itaetadf on tho east, and Thionvillo, 
Breisach, and Saarlouis on the 
west and south, would in themselves 
form ouo of tho strongest lines of de- 
fence in Europe; but it is also intend- 
ed shortly to enlarge the fortifications 
of Cologne, so as to oppose a hostile 
attack from the north or north west. 
Energetic stops are being ,taki u to 
conned all tho Rhine fortresses with 
railways; several important strategic 
lines, such as that from LJruchsal to 
Germersheim, have already been open- 
ed for traffic, and others are being 
constructed. Theso fortresses will 
then be brought so near to each other 
that it wtll.be possible to concentrate 
all the forces at their disposal at any 
point enclosed by them within twenty- 
four hours. 

ITEMS. 

In reply to a deputation urging ob- 
jections to a renewal of the Petroleum 
Act, the Home Secretary said he had 
no intention of taking up the subject 
at tho present advanced period of tho 
sittings of Parliament, and tho only 
thing to be done was to continue the 
law for another year.

Tho Commercial Collapso. 

The Eastern papers throw a little 
light upon the causes that have led to 
the late tremendous failure. 1 ) in Great 
Britain. A singular fact connected 
with theso failures is that all or near- 
ly all the wrecked houses wore- largely 
interested in the export trade of the 
Kingdom. The "ball was opened" bj 
the Aberdare Iron Company .which was 
largely interested in the exportation of 
railway iron and steel to South Ameri- 
ca. Following closely on tho heels of 
the Aberdare Company came tho groat 
firm of Alexander Collie & Co., with 
$15,000,000 of liabilities, and T. C. 
ImThurn & Co., with $10,000,000 to 
the bad. Behind these colossal es- 
tablishments trooped along in quid 
Hiiccessiou several large houses engag- 
ed in tho East and West India trades ; 
and then discount houses that bold 
tho dishonored paper were forced to 
suspend or go into bankruptcy. After 
that occurred ho many failures that 
a general bankruptcy seemed immin- 
ent and the best "gilt-edged" paper 
scarcely found favor at tho Banks 
Tho London "Times," like tho scrip- 
tural warhorse, scenting the battle from 
afar, at an early stage in the finan- 
cial crisis predicted disasters as wide- 
spread as those that followed the fail- 
ure of Overend, Gurney & Co. For 
this it was sharply taken to task by 
tho London "Daily News," which, de- 
claring that the stringency of the 
money markot was but temporary, held 
up the financial editor of the "Thun- 
derer" as an alarmist. Whether as 
the result of prediction, or as tho na- 
natural outcome of a reckless 
Bystem of forcing tho exportation 
of British manufactures, tho wide- 
spread disaster soon came and 
misery and despair brooded like 
destroying angels over tho world's 
capital for nearly a fortnight. A few 
weeks ago we experienced a feeling of 
gratification at the publication of tho 
first quarter's report of the British 
Board of Trade. From that report wo 
learned that there had been a marked 
increase in the exportation of British 
goods to foreign countries. The offi- 
cial figures showed that tho export 
trade which for eighteen months had 
languished and caused many to 
that Great Britain was losing her 
commercial supremacy had suddenly 
revived and exceeded in value by sev- 
eral hundred thousand pounds that 
of a corresponding period during 
previous years. Tho Indies, South 
America, Japan, China, bad all, ap- 
parently, increased their orders, mon- 
ey became easy, manufactures were 
stimulated and tho brightest anticipa- 
tions of the expansion of trade on n 
sound basis were formed. But when 
the time airived for returns to be 
made it was found that the trade was 
a forced one; that in the countries to 
which tho goods had been shipped 
there was little or no demand for them; 
and that the sudden brightening of 
the financial horizon was a sickly 
glearn that died away almost as soon 
as it had shed a feeble ray. Hence 
the great failures. As we cannot 
quench our thirst at sweet and plea- 
sant streams whose fountains we havo 
polluted, so cannot wo pursuea reck- 
less system of finance and overtrading 
and expect to realize a profit there- 
from. A great change has come over 
tho commercial men of England with- 
in the last few years. They had pre- 
viously been called "too slow" — 
"conservative" — "sleepy." With the 
money of tho world at their command 
they did not "push trade," and wore 
oontent to occupy the dingy ollices in 
dark, out-of-the-way lanes their grand- 
fathers occupied before them. Tho 
present generation of London business 
men havo reformed all that. They 
have turned their backs on tho exper- 
ience of tho "old fogys" of tho past, 
and have "pushed trade" as far as 
their "smart" American cousins ever 
dared. The dingy ollices have been 
torn down to make room for marble 
structures; the out-of-the-way lanes 
have been widened into broad streets, 
and the sleepy, conservative, slow 
London merchant has expanded into 
tho wide-awake, careless and fust bus- 
iness man. How any other result 
than disaster could have boon expect- 
ed from an unnatural expansion of 
trade with its attendant extravagance 
and recklessness it is difficult to under- 
stand. 

A Frightful Sentence. 

The other day two women pleaded 
guilty to hooping a bad house at Bur- 
korvillo. Judge Crease sentenced 
each to one year's imprisonment. One 
oi the women had been loft alone and 
without support by her husband for 
years. She lias a family of young 
fhildion, un«l at tho time tho aoutonoo was 



imposed Lad a tender infant at tho breast! 
Wo tiro sorry that tho learned Judge in 
pissing Bout once does not appear to havo 
referred to the men who patronize those 
dene; nor to tho men who rout thorn; nor 
to several other women who nro notor- 
iously loading immoral lives at the 
minos. Taking into consideration the 
young children, tho infant at tho breast, 
the temptation tho poor woman is known 
to have undergone, and tho escape of tho 
guilty aiders and itbottors, the sentence 
is the most frightful that wo havo over 
hoard of. A fino would have met tho 
case; good ad vice and an admonition to 
"go, and sin no more," would havo boon 
still better.

Editor Colonist. — Taking tho grant 
of public money as tbo stand-point of 
view, the inference is a fail one, that 
education is hero deemed a matter of 
high importance in its bearing on hu- 
man progress, and tho well-being oi 
our own province in particular, and 
ono would naturally conclude that 
every means tending to perfect the 
machinery for its diffusion, so as to 
secure the maximum of beneficial re- 
sult, would bo adopted. This, 1 have 
no doubt, tho Board of Education 
weakened as it has been by the suc- 
cessful efforts of those who would "re- 
form" what they do not understand — 
is trying to do. To secure efficient 
(by eliminating tho presumably ineffi- 
cient, becaueo ignorant) workers is 
the chief aim of the examination. It 
is not by any means the best possible 
test, though perhaps the only one 
available hero at present. Even this 
test, however, imperfect as it is, and 
wholly powerless to prevent local 
boards from hiring and retaining the 
most inefficient teachers that can se- 
cure a 3rd B.- is inequitably appli- 
ed. 

There has been an immense amount 
of nonsenso written and spoken about 
woman's rights — defined by Borne as 
man's wrongs. — that they are man's 
equals in most respects, and his supe- 
rior in many. I am not going to contest 
this; but it was not a man who said a 
first-rate woman is the equal of a third- 
rate man nor, am I the cynic who, 
seoing how willingly they surrender 
themselves to become the slaves of ab- 
surd fashions, said that most of them 
have more hair than brains. But, to 
the point: why are lady candidates 
excused from working any of the ex- 
amination papers that men must take? 
Why should it be possible for them to 
secure a first, by a work which would 
barely secure a third for a man ? or 
2-5fhs of 3-5ths bo deemed equal to 
'2-5ths of 1 ? It is high time to reme- 
dy this by raising tho standard, as it 
is well known that several young per- 
sons, and others not young, wholly 
without training to fit them for the 
importaut work of teaching, are about 
to offer themselves for examination, 
and should they only attain the mis- 
erable low standard of a 3rd B, there 
is nothing in the Act to prevent tho 
fear j fathers of some and the husbands of 
others from securing a seat on the lo- 
cal school boards and voting them in, 
to the exclusion of the trained teach- 
ers who have been attracted from the 
far east by advertisement. I therefore 
call on tho Board of Education to 
stand by the right! Raise the stand- 
ard! Cynic.

To Aiborni and Back. 

Intoreatliic Account of u Pluanant 

Jouruey. 



Mr. Sproat and party who arrived in 
tho Maudo from their Alberni trip oa 
Thursday evening, express tl.oii- apprecia- 
tion of the kindness of Captain Holmes 
and tlio oflicers and crow of the steamboat 
in facilitating their journey. The party 
■was landed ten days ago at Qualioum, on 
tho backs of Indians, who carried theru 
through tho surf successfully, but not 
without muttered imprecations on ao- 
oountoftho weight of several of the 
touristH. Tho Chinoso cook proved too 
heavy, and was popped into tho water,* 
from which he emerged with a lanky pig- 
tail. 

Till! TltOUT 

at Qualicum averaged a pound and a half; 
and gave Hue Bporl and were very good 
to eat. Tents weru pitched in the even- 
ing and ornamented with wild flowers. 
Qualicum is u tine camping ground; hut 
tho landing is bad. There are a few- 
hundred acres of goodish bottom-land 
between tho sea and the gravelly uplands 
which, with a very moderate, ascouding 
grade, stretch across for ten miles or so 
to Homo Lake. Tho river is only naviga- 
ble for canoes for a short distance. Round 
the evening camp tiro, it was agreed that 

POLITICS 

railway and "shop" generally should bo 
tabooed.and that uo strong drinks should 
be used on the journey. Unfortunately, 
however, it turned out that several of tho 
party had been furnished by thoir wives, 
unbeknown to tho chief, with alcoholic 
xuodical comforts which could not bo left 
at Qualioum lest Indians should misuso 
them, aud which, in spito of woll-moaut 
offorts, it was impossible to consumo at 
one sitting. No exertion was spared dur- 
ing the joumoy to remove this source of 
inconvenience, nnd to arrive ot a stago 
when tea— the proper beverago for travel- 
lers should bo allowed to assert its genial 
and soothing sway. Considerable roin- 
nants of these medical comforts had to bo 
carried forward and produced at intervals. 
Next morning 

AT yCALICTM, 

the weather was lovely — much warmer 
and milder than at Victoria— aud the par- 
ty bathed and caught more fish. At break- 
fast they were visited by Admiral Coch- 
rane and suite, who had come from tho 
flagship at Baynes' Sound, and were o.i 
the way also to Ilorno Lake. A bout half 
way to Home Lako a yellow, mewing 
kitten appeared suddenly upon tho trail, 
and trotted nftor tho party, asking pito- 
onsly for food. This kitten would not 
be carried and could not go fast, but ul- 
timately he reached Horno Lake and wua 
formally handed over to Captain Van der 
Moulen as a 

DISTIIF.SSK1) BB1TIS1I SUBJECT. 

Lunch was eaten at tho northeast end of 
tho lake, where fine trout were easily 
caught, aud afterwards tho party tramp- 
ed round tho north sido of tho lako and 
encamped, amidst heavy rain, near the 
mouth of a rapid river at its south west- 
ern extremity. Tho lake is shaped liko 
an 8, and is probably iy, or 5 milei- long; 
water deep and very clear; fish good ; sur- 
rounding hills not very lofly, but afford- 
ing Scotch outlines. Tho trail skirts tho 
lake and runs nearly all tho way at tho 
foot of a mountain ridge, perhaps 1500 
feet high, partly wooded, and showing 
great masses of whitish rock exposed up- 
on its precipitous face. Titanic, weather- 
worn rocks have fallen from tho moun- 
tain, and repose near the margin of the 
lako. The intelligent meu of tho party 
eupposed this mountain to be the so- 
called Marble Mountain. 

MOSQUITOES 
were plentiful at Horno Lako, but proved 
deficient in vigour, not at all equal to tho 
sandflies. The night was rainy, but with 
the help of a largo fire and many songs 
and stories, uud somo medicul"romnants," 
daylight das reached somehow. Shota 
being heard about breakfast time, it waB 
supposed that tho Admiral and party had 
encamped at tho other end of tho lake, 
probably with the view of convoying tho 
kitten hack to Qualioum by daylight. Tho 
fatter members of tho party were now to 
bo seen steuling through tho woods in 
search of mountain sticks. Theso proved 
vory useful, for 

VIEW MOUNTAIN 

is steepish and about 1,200 feet high. Tho 
ascent began about a aiile from tho en- 
campment. There are several ridges at 
tho top and it was some timo before the 
party began '.o descend and caught Bight 
of tho Alberni valley and canal. Tho 
mountain being covered with timbor, no- 
thing could bo seon of tho lower ridges 
or passes talked of in connection witii a 
possible railway having its termin- 
us at Alberni. Tho valley is 12 to 15 
miles long and 3 to 5 milos wido. It looks 
very well from above, but when crossed 
is just like other Vancouver lands-goneral- 
ly ritlgcB with alder bottoms and patches 
of bottom lands along tho streams. Mr. 
Taylor, who has lived at Alberni for 10 
or 12 years, thinks that ;)0 or 40 sottlors 
could find fairly good locations without 
tho necessity of at once removing heavy 
timbor. One of tho objects of Mr.Sproat's 
-visit was to ascertain tho result of recent 
explorations in tho valloy, and ho appear- 
sd to bo satisfied that Mr. Taylor's con- 
clusions were correct. View Mountain 
was rapidly doscouded and tho Klistach- 
nit River finally reached opposito tho 
farm, where Mr. and Mrs. Clark soon 
gavo tho parly tho warmest Vancouvor 
wolcomo. Tho weather was lino .with tho 
exoeption of a few drifting showers. 
Everyono remarked on tho 

MILDNESS 01' THE CLIMATE 

as compared with that of Victoria, and 
Mr. Clark stated that ho could produce 
woll ripened musk melonu and Indian 
oorn at the proper season. An ox having 
boon latoly killed, tho party fed woll on 
beefsteaks with plenty of good milk and 
butter. Tho llshists wont afterwards up 



tho river, and had excellent sport near 
tho old dam at tho mouth of tho lirat lako. 
Mr. Johnston's faco assumed a gravo ap- 
pearance as, with a hugo pencil and a 
small uoto book, ho perambulated 

THE SETTLEMENT 

to inspect and value tho horses, cattle and 
pigs. Thoro aro about 150 head of cattlo 
at tho farm, and 15 horses, including a 
fino light woight stallion. There is a 
good hand of hogs. Nearly 100 acres aro 
in crop and tho farmer has an excellent 
gardon. Tho farm, naturally, is ono of 
tho host on tho island, but its romotonts 
is agaiust it — boing noarly 50 milos from 
Nauaimo by road and trail. Somo say 
that a good road might bo made across 
from Deep Bay to Aiborni, but this is 
at present only an idea. Tho Opechisaht 
Indians with their oxcollont chief Kalowo- 
ish.and particularly tho old hunter Quas- 
soon, woro delegates to soo Mr. Sproat 
und shook hands long and warmly, and 
invited him to a 

TRIBAL FEAST 

And prosontation. Ho wont accompani- 
ed by a pugilist (who had been engaged 
at Victoria owing to the threatening as- 
pect of the Chinoso cook), and after cer- 
emonies and speeches too long to do- 
scribo, was presented with a fine bear 
skin. Messengers also arrived from tho 
Sish-ahts and tho You-clul-yeta express- 
ing good-will. Tho pugilist got a seal 
skin. Next day 

THE MILL 

Was visitod, and the usual moralizing 
took place over tho remains of tho now 
toothless giant that had eaten up tho 
forests. At length tho time came to turn 
faces towards shirt collars, Mr. Macken- 
zie, waistcoats, squaro gin, telegrams 
and civilization. Tho fern in tho valley 
being wot with dew, drenched tho travel- 
lers before reaching View Mountain. The 
ascent from Alberni being less zig zag, 
was a harder pull than it had been up 
View Mountain from Horno Lako. No- 
thing of special intorest occurred until 
tho lako was reaohed, whon, instead of 
walking by tho lako trail, canoes were 
found and tho party proceeded in them 
from one end of tho lake to tho other, 
trolling successfully for fish, and having 
a fino view of tho Marble Mountain. The 
camp was made at the northeast end of 
tho lako, and next morning tho party 
tramped on to Qualicum, finding there a 

LARGE CANOE 

With 6ix Indians, which had boen order- 
ed from Oomox to convey tho party to 
Nanaimo. Tho wind died away, but an 
Indian soon brought it back by vehe- 
mently addressing tho devil on tho sub- 
ject through a hollow stalk of seaweed 
poked into tho water. The canoe travel 
was most enjoyablo, nnd abounded with 
incidents too numerous to mention. One 
of the Indians brought a dog fish -1 feet 
long to tho top of tho sea by t pilfering 
drops of water on tho surface to make 
him believe a shoal of small fish was 
passing, and then grabbed him with tho 
naked hand by the tail, and cleverly 
landed him in tho canoe. Englishman 
River was tho next camping ground, and 
not a vory good ono. Next day towards 
tho evening Nanaimo was reached, where 
tho tents were pitched on the banks of 
Mill stream. 

TALK OF A VICTORIA WELCOME, 

That nccorded by tho Nanaimoites could 
not bo oxcoedod. Tho camp was crowd- 
ed by a host of good fellows, nnd the 
sound of songs, laughter and bofittiug ro- 
velry iloated away ovor tho lovely har- 
bour. Next morning tho party read let- 
tors from wives and sweethearts, made 
calls, and "did" tho coal mines. 

NANAIMO 

Is a pretty place, and tho basis of its 
suooesa is sound, and will probably last 
for a long time. It is not, however, 
likely that it will be a largo manufactur- 
ing place until tho prico of labor falls on 
tho Pacific Coast— say in our grand- 
children's time. The harbor is beautiful 
at high water, but it is a poor low water 
harbor. 

DEPARTURE RAY, 

Home 3 miles off, is a bettor harbour in 
this respect than Nanaimo. Thoro is vory 
little good farming land in the neighbor- 
hood — merely pateheB near tho streams 
suitable for growing crops for winter food 
on Btock farms. 

A cur OF TEA ( !) 
On board the Maude, with ijuiet convor- 
Bation and an evening hymn, joined in 
by sovoral of tho principal inhabitants of 
Nanaimo, who, as tho French say, "as- 
sisted" at the entertainment, completed 
tho incidents of a pleasant ten days' tour. 

f (McDonald's Braves. — Gapt. McDon- 
ald's braves woro to appear on July 2d 
at Piatt's Hall, San Francisco, to assist 
ono of tho State regiments to pay for 
thoir now uniforms. The Alta says of 
tho Captain's new contingent: "The Cap- 
tain has drilled his Indians until thoy 
move liko parts of a maohine —with a 
wave of tho hand he turns them this way 
or that with tho quicknoss of a Hash; ho 
metaphorically throws throws them to 
the farther end of the room liko a ball, 
and brings them to him liko tho rebound. 
And ho has now trained women to be- 
come proficient in his lightning drill, as 
will bo shown on tho occasion of tho be- 
nefit— Ave women and seven men consti- 
tuting tho troupe. Even tho gymnastic 
part will not bo omitted, and tho women 
will undertake to do as much as tho men 
did in tho way of pyramids and group- 
ings. Tho exhibition will bo a novelty 
— tho cause is eminently deserving. 

Thirty-one young ladies of AVarsaw, 
Kentucky, have signed a pledge of 
economy. Tho Bvbstanoo of this pledge 
is that during twelve months from May 1, 
1875, thoy will not purchase any dress 
matorial costing ovor twenty-five cents a 
yard, that thoy will observe strict econ- 
omy in tho household, and use all means 
in their power to lighten the burdens of 
husbands and fathers. Such resolutions 
as these, whore tho necessity for economy 
and retrenchment exists, aro every way 
praiseworthy.

Municipal Police Court. 

Ah.Tim, a Chinaman, was brought up on 
a ohargo of selling intoxicating liquor to 
Indians. Mr. Courtney, for tho de- 
fence, attompted to mako out a oaso of 
mistaken identity, but tho ovidonco was 
clear and prisoner was condemned to 2 
months imprisonment and 350 fino, with 
an extra month in case of nonpayment. 

Ah Yoo, another Celestial, was chargotT 
with forging a license paper; but tho 
Collector not wishing to press tho 
charge against him ho was discharged. 

H. C. Laidlaw was accused by Miss 
Smith of robbing hor of $38; but prose- 
cutrix not appearing defendant was dis- 
charged. 

Mrs. Mary Ann Knight was brought 
up on a charge of selling liquor without 
a license on the 21th Juno. Capt. T. H. 
Fulton said that ho had boon in tho wo- 
man's honso several times and had had 2 
moiils in tho house which ho had paid for.

Roformed Kpiscopail Convention. 

A largo audienco assembled Friday 
evoniiig at tho Roformed Episcopal 
Ohuroh to hoar tlio Rev. Mr. Duncan 
give- an account of big experience at 
the Chicago Convontion. After a 
prayer Rev. E. Cridge introduced tho 
Speaker of tho evening in a short ad- 
dress, in which lie explained that he 
believed a description of tho Conven- 
tion by an eye witness would bo more 
satisfactory than any other information 
respecting it. 

Rev. Mr. Duncan spoke highly of 
Bishop Cummins whom ho described 
as a man of God and also delineated 
tho members of tho Convention as 
persons of earnest, Christian spirit, 
men who did not wish to set up or 
pull down this or that, but to further 
tlio cause of God. Ho believed tliom 
to bo true members of the Ohuroh of 
England, but Christians first. Men 
who loved tho old building, but yet 
could not shut their oyes to the signs 
of decay which existed here and thoro. 
Thoy sought not to destroy but only 
to remedy errors. Thero was no ei- 
clusiveness amongst thorn; the Bishop 
frequently resigned his seat to a lay- 
man and the Bishop's voice or vote 
had no more woight than any other 
man's. Bishop Cheney on ono occas- 
ion differed from the other members 
and wished to havo tho articles laid 
over for another year in order to givo 
time for consideration, and others 
wished to have them decided upon at 
onco that they might take them homo 
witli them in their hands. The dis- 
pute was growing warm whon Bishop 
Cummins interposed and proposed to 
spend an hour in silent prayer, on 
rising, tho difference was soon arrang- 
ed. 

Tho Speaker then quoted passages from 
tho Scriptures to show the constant ten- 
dency to full away from tho spirit of re- 
ligion while obstinately maintaininif its 
forms, and said that true religion had 
never been suffered to die out of tho 
world, though it would havo done bo ofton 
if the Church alone had boen ontrusted 
with its safety. Tho Church fell away 
because individuals fell away. Churches 
wero always the persecutors of Roformers. 
It was tho Jewish Church which porsocu- 
led Christ, and it was tho Roman Church 
which persecuted Luther. Ono sign of a 
decaying Church was a disposition to 
mako too much of their ministers, and 
wherever the minister arrogates to him- 
self tho position of priest or modiator, ho 
is assuming power and responsibilities 
with which ho has no business (applause.) 
Tho RoformodJEpiscopal Church sought 
to do away with all sectarian oxclusivo- 
ness. All Churches sent dologatosto tho 
Convention to show thoir sympathy and 
love for the Reformation. He quoted 
from tho Scriptures again in support of 
his position .instancing the bohavior of our 
Saviour whon his diaciplos oamotohim 
saying that men wero casting out devils 
in his name, as a robuko to thoso rigid 
sectarians who could soo no good outsido 
tho bounds of their own Church, and in 
his opinion tho reason why men wero so 
ready to divide into seots was simply 
that they wished to havo their religious 
duties performed for them. Thoy wish- 
ed to bo able to got thorn done for them 
just as thoy would got a coat mado. They 
forgot that all must din alono and ho con- 
cluded by exhorting all to attend to the 
matter for themselves (applanso). 

B. W. Pearso, Esq., moved a vote of 
thanks to tho lecturer, Which was carried 
by acclamation, and after singing "Praise 
God from whom all blessings flow," the 
assembly dispersed.

Europe- 

Pams, July 2. — Tho subscription 
list opened by President MaoMahon 
for the sufferers in the valloy of ( iur- 
rone, now foots up $7011,000. 

It is reported the destruction of pro- 
perty by the inundations in tho north- 
western part of France will amount to 
300,000,000 francs. Tho number of 
persons who perished is estimated at 
11,000. President McMahon continues 
his tour through the inundated dis- 
tricts. 

Eastern States. 

Chicaoo, July 2.- Private advices 
from the Black Hills expedition receiv- 
ed this morning show that investiga- 
tions are proving tlio country to be 
richer in gold than has heretofore 
been suspected. The earth down to 
tho bod-rock is covered with particles, 
and the quartz shows rich veins. 

New Youk, July 2. --Gold closed at 
17 ® 17£. 

Boston, July 2. — The Governor and 
Council decided to-day not to com- 
mute the sentence of Pomeroy, the 
boy murderer. 

New Oih.eans, July 2. — A Browns- 
ville dispatch says orders have been 
published that Cortinas shall be shot 
in case an attempt will be made to 
rescue him. 

A gun-hoat is reported coming to 
the mouth of the Rio Grande to carry 
Cortinas to Vera Cruz. 

Cuicaoo, July 2. — Advices received 
by Lieut, -General Sheridan from 
Brownsville, Texas, this morning, in- 
dicate a critical state of affairs at Mat- 
amoras, and a conllict between citizens 
nnd Mexican soldiers is imminent. All 
business houses in Matamoras are 
closed, and armed persons gather, 
threatening to tako Cortinas from the 
soldiers. 

Brooklyn, July 2.- At 11:17 a. m. 
tho jury came into Court, which was 
densely crowded, and stated they 
wore unable to agree, when thoy were 
discharged. The jury stood for 
Beecher and I! for Tilton. 

The following card from Moulton 
appears in tho "Argus" this morning; 
"To tho Editor: -Sir, --The ' N . Y. 
Tribune,' apparently in tho intorest of 
Beecher, publishes this morning the 
following paragraph : 'The evidence 
of J. M. Pearsall in tho Loeder case, 
reported in full, etc., so seriously im- 
plicates Moulton in tho manufacture 
of the falso stories of Price and Loed- 
er that counsel for Beecherhave alrea- 
dy taken steps to indict him for con- 
spiracy as well as subordination. If 
Moulton returns to Brooklyn before tho 
grand jury meets ho will be arrested.' 
A judicial oxninination of the origin of 
tho 

connection with them is exactly the 
thing I desire. Accordingly 1 have 
returned to Brooklyn to meet tho menace 
of Beechor's minions, and hereby chal- 
lenge and defy them to institute their 
threatened proceedings.

Tii- Eruption in Iceland. — Mr. 
Eirikr Maguusson writes to uu from 
Cambridge:— "Tho accounts just re- 
ceived by tho last nniil from Iceland 
assume afar more serious aspect than 
tlio first news would havo led ono to 
anticipate. A resident in Bardardal.a 
valloy at a short distance west of the 
locality of tho eruption, writes:— 
'What fearful times wo have had of it 
north here this winter 1 First we were 
visited by earthquakes, which, in some 
places, terminated all but fatally, and 
then came tho eruption, with its con- 
comitant dust-gloom and fad of ashes. 
The Dyrgjufjoll are incessantly vomit- 
ing lire; every day we watch tho smoke 
column rising to an apparently un- 
measured height into the air. The 
eruption is spreading steadily ovor the 
wilderness, and it may be said that 
the whole region of UieMyratn moun- 
tains is ono blazing fire.' "it appears 
that westerly winds have been chiefly 
prevalent and havo borne the ashes 
over the East Firths, covering a very 
large area, including the country 
sides of Jokuldal, Fell, Fljotsdal, 
Eydathingha, Vollir, Skriddal, Roy- 
darfjord, Nordfjord, Mjoifjord, and 
Seydisfjordjtnd many more no doubt, 
although reliable news does not, as 
yet, reach further. On March 29th 
the fall of tho ashes was so excessive 
that it covered tho eastern country 
sides, Jokufdal especially, with a coat 
six inches at its thickest; und all that 
day, although it was bright and sunny, 
the people spent in absolute pitch 
darkness. Fountains and rivulets 
were damned by the ashes, and every 
mountain, stream, always of a crysta- 
line purity in Eastern Iceland, where 
there are neither glaciers nor mor- 
aine, ran dark and muddy betweon 
banks covered with drifts of ashes. 
Tho farmers have fled out of the ash- 
covered country sides with thoir cat- 
tle in quest of pastures not yet des- 
troyed by tho scoriio, but with what 
chance of saving their live stock does 
not appear. To nil appearance, the 
present eruption seems likely to be- 
coino a calamitous event for Iceland." 

Cardinal Manning on the Aisi of tui 
Catholic Church.— On the 28th April, 
His Eminence Cardinal Manningdodicat- 
ed St. James Church, Pendleton, Man- 
chester, to tno Mother of God, and at a 
luncheon given in his honor he spoke in 
tho following beautiful and catholio 
spirit of tho duty and aim of the Catholio 
Ohuroh: "I have spoken of the struggle 
with tho powers of the world; let me now 
say a word as to tho struggle against infi- 
delity. I wish it to bo thoroughly un- 
derstood that tho Catholio Church in 
England is not antagonists to any true 
Christian man. Any meu or bodies of 
men who, in good faith and according to 
tho light that thoy possess, are maintain- 
ing a positivo belief in our Divine Lord 
and tho truths that Ho taught, and the 
laws that Ho delivered will find no anta- 
gonists in us; but I hope that those who 
do not beliove, thoso who reject His per- 
son, who reject His doctrines and His 
laws, may always find in us the most in- 
flexible and tho most uncompromising 
opponents. Against infidelity in all its 
forms, unless it bo that involuntary and 
inherited infidelity whioh is to be pitied, 
1 hope I Bhall never hesitate for one mo- 
ment to oiler the strongest possible re- 
sistance; but to tho positivo Christianity 
which remains in England, shattered and 
mutilated as it is — and I must bo forgiv- 
en for saying so— as to all that remains 
of the Christian tradition in England, wa 
as Catholics dosire to foster and -cherish 
and wateh over it in the spirit of our 
Muster, who does not break the bruised 
reed nor quonoh tho smoking flax."
